Zo the Hon. Board of Mayor and Aldermen, 
of the City of Portsmouth : 


GENTLEMEN—In accordance with the 3d Section of the Or- 
dinance relating to the Fire Department, I herewith present 
my annual report of the condition of said Department; the 
names of the officers and members of the Department; the 
condition of Buildings, Engines and apparatus, and value of 
the same; the location and description of Reservoirs and Hy- 
drants, and other sources of obtaining water in ease of fire; 
the number of fires and alarms; and losses sustained, as far 
as can be ascertained, for the year ending December 31, 1859. 

The Buildings appropriated for the use of the Department 
are ail in good condition with the exception of the one used 
by the Hook & Ladder Company and the one used by the 
Hose Company, both of which are in a miserable condition, 
and unfit for the purposes for which they are used. 

The Fire Department have been called out, within the year 
ending December 22d, 1859, for the suppression of fires with- 
in the city, thirteen times, out of the city, once; there have 
been eight alarms during the year. 


Value of property destroyed $26,440 00 
Amount insured 16,810 00 


Estimated loss above insurance $9,630: 00 
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Five hundred feet of new hose have been added to the De- 
partment during the past year, and extensive repairs made 
on portions of the old hose, five hundred and fifty feet of 
which have been ragged, which makes it as reliable for pres- 
ent use as any hose in the Department. There have also been 
two new reservoirs brought into use in the north part of the 
city, which contain 25000 gallons of water, at a cost not ex- 
ceeding $100. Also, one Hydrant in Vaughan street, which 
will afford an ample supply of water at all times. The res- 
ervoir in the Cameneum yard has also been put in good order 
fur the use of the Department. 

The Fire Department maintains an efficiency at this time 
equalled by few of our sister cities, and excelled by none 
within my knowledge, in comparison with the population. 

In some parts of the city there is a great deficieney of 
water, and as we are liable at any moment to have a fire in 
those exposed parts, which must be very destructive to prop- 
erty, notwithstanding the efficiency of the Fire Department 
and citizens generally, I would most earnestly recommend, 
that one first class Reservoir be built in Court street, nearly 
opposite the entrance of Rogers street, as early as possible in 
the coming year; also, that one should be built on Christian 
shore ; the expense of this last one need not exceed the sum 
of $300. 

It is also recommended that a new tower should be placed 
on Engine House No. 6, and that water be put into each of 
the Engine houses early in the coming year, as the companies 
are now subjected to much inconvenience in obtaining water 
to wash their hose. It is also recommended that two canvas 
‘suits be furnished each company for the use of their pipe- 
men at fires. 

Much difficulty has occurred heretofore, in consequence of 
members of the several fire companies having been paid for 
their services before their time had fully expired; when a fire 
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has occurred between the time they have been paid and the 
issuing of certificates to new members, those members who do 
uot intend to serve the next year absent themselves from 
their Engines, believing their time of service is up, therefore 
leaving the Engines with a less compliment of men, to the 
detriment of ‘the citizens whose property may be endangered, 
—therefore [ would most respectfully recommend that mem- 
bers of the several fire companies be not paid for their services 
until their time has fully expired. 

In closing, I feel that I should be doing injustice to mem- 
bers of the several Engine companies without saying that 
they have on all occasions been courteous to their officers, and 
prompt and energetic in the performance of all their duties as 
firemen. No class of men within my knowledge are called 
upon to make so great a sacrifice for the safety of the com- 
munity in which they live, for a nominal pay, as our firemen. 
Much has been done by the City Government for the comfort 
and convenience of the members of the Department since 
1857, and much more remains to be done, in order to keep up 
a sufficient interest in this important branch of our City Gov- 
ernment.

ORGANIZATION OF THE CITY COUNCIL, 


PORTSMOUTH, N. -H., JANUARY 8p, 1860. 
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MAYOR’S ADDRESS.

Gentlemen of the City Council :— 
Haying taken the required oath and entered upon the dis- 


_ charge of the duties of the office to which I have been elected, 


I should deviate from the custom that has obtained, and dis- 
regard the requirements of the city charter, were I to refrain 
from making such suggestions as occur to me in relation to 
the interests of our common constituents. 

Our position here is a somewhat anomalous one. It is 
known to you that I was nominated by one of the great polit- 
ical parties of the city, and that | stand here supported by a 
decided majority of its people, and yet three-fourths of the 
members of the two branches composing this body were nom- 
inated by the other political party, and elected by the people 
of their respective wards. It is not my purpose, neither 


would it be proper for me to allude, even, to the probable 


eauses that produced this state of things. Sufficient is it to 
know that the people so willed it, and that in this country 
they are sovereign, thanks to the founders of this Union, and 
the framers of the Constitution. May the Union and Consti- 
tution endure to the end of time. 

Perhaps it is for the best of all concerned that the city gov- 
ernment is thus composed. For one, I can see no good reason 
why, differing widely as we do, yet conscientiously, doubtless, 
upon National and State politics, we may not unite in our 
endeavors to promote the welfare of our whole people, irre- 
spective of the party divisions alluded to. This will be my 
endeavor, as doubtless it will be yours, also. 
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The financial affairs of the city is a subject in which al! 
take a greater or less interest. I find, by reference to the 
city records, that the tax has increased in ten years, from 
1849, the last year of the town organization, to 1859, $21,- 
315.58, while the debt in the same time has increased $6,079 
61. Of this, $4,500 is on deposit for the erection of the 
Cabot street School house. | 

A debt, ordinarily, is no blessing to an individual or a com- 
munity, and I hope that measures will be taken to reduce 
ours. “This can only be done by taxation or the sale of city — 
property. As long as our debt can remain at so favorable a 
rate of interest as most of it is at present, I should deem it 
inexpedient to attempt its reduction at a rate greater than 
from three to five thousand dollars annually, if we rely upon 
taxation alone for the purpose. Some are of the opinion that 
u portion of the city farm might be disposed of on most ad- 
vantageous terms, and that the remainder, if more highly 
cultivated, would produce quite as much as the whole does at 
present, and at less expense of carrying on. Others equally 
capable of judging are of different opinion. This certainly 
is a matter worthy of deliberate consideration. 

Although our people are not excelled in point of morals 
and correct deportment, probably, by those of any other city 
similarly situated and of equal population, yet here an active, 
vigilant constabulary force is necessary. We are constantly. 
being visited by rogues and questionable characters from other 
places, and these classes demand not a little of the attention 
of our police.- Those composing this department, from the 
highest to the lowest, ought to be men of courage, determi- 
nation, and to these qualities those also of mildness and gen- 
tlemanly bearing should be added. Much duty is said to be 
performed by this department not known to, and consequently. 
not appreciated by the community. Iam of the opinion that 
the salary of the Marshal is inadequate for the services ex- 
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pected of him. Pay that officer an equivalent, and require 
that his whole time sat energies be devoted to the business 
of his office. | 

Practical -men are of the opinion that had there been, 
twenty years since, a scientific survey made of our streets, 
und regular grades established, the money expended upon 
them during this period, with a systematic .result in view, 
would have put them in excellent condition, and that hereafter 
they could be thus kept with but very little expense compared 
with the’sum that is now, and must continue annually, to be 
expended upon them. It remains to be seen whether you will 
now cause it to be done by an experienced engineer. An in- 
quiry into the probable expense of such a survey, embracing 
drainage and sewerage, can be made with little or no expense. 

{It is also worthy of inquiry whether in some localities of 
the city there have not’ been too many crossings permitted. 
These are frequently injurious to the streets; generally in- 
convenient, and sometimes dangerous to passing vehicles, and 
unless the public demand them, they should be granted with 
great caution. 

Our roads too, as well as some of our streets, have ied 
very much out of repair, and yet it would seem as though 
they might be kept in thorough repair, were the amount laid 
out upon them, judiciously expended. A considerable per 
centage of the money expended is lost when repairs are de- 
layed until late in the season. Repairs should be made as 
300n as possible after the frost is out of the ground in the 
spring; and hence, for this object at least, appropriations 
ought, in my judgment, to be made at an early day. Those . 
in charge of the highways should see to it that the interests 
of the city instead of those of individuals are consulted, and 
not postpone work upon the roads until after planting or har- 
vesting, to accommodate those who claim the privilege of — 
‘working out their taxes.’”’ Let the work of the public be 
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done while hands and teams are strong and vigorous, and not 
after both are jaded out by a long and fatiguing season’s 
work. 3 | 

Our eity farm and the extensive buildings connected with 
it is probably the best establishment of the kind in the State + 
and the provisions made upon it for the comfort and conyeni- 
ence of the poor are highly creditable to the officials under 
whose supervision they are made, and to the humanity of the 
tax-payers who cheerfully furnish the means. The poor we 
have ever with us, and it is well that this unfortunate class 
are treated with kindness and care, for therein lies one of our 
duties. In some communities imposters are frequently sup- 
ported at the public charge, when they are far better able to 
take care of themselves than many who are compelled to aid 
in their support. It is to be hoped that we have few, if any, 
of this class among us; but too much care cannot be taken 
to prevent the occurrence of such cases. The condition of 
every one applying for permanent or temporary support should 
be thoroughly investigated, when circumstances will permit, 
before aid is furnished. With many, to beg is a much easier 
task than to labor; and in all cases where the applicant for — 
help is physically able to labor, employment should be fur- 
nished; and if it was wisely ordained of old, that by the 
sweat of the face man should eat bread, and thus a recom- 
pense of his labor be rendered unto him—why is it not also 
_ just, that “if any would not work neither should he eat ?” 

Searcely any thing adds more to the feeling of safety and 
security entertained by the people than the knowledge of the 
. existence of a well organized and efficient fire department. 
This, it is believed, we have in our city. At all times the 
duties of its members are onerous, often times arduous, and - 
sometimes extremely hazardous. So worthy a corps of men 
will ever receive the respect and sympathy of the community; 
and, also to every reasonable extent, the fostering care of the 
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city government. The fire apparatus is good, I am informed, 
and preserved in a careful manner. A reservoir of the first 
class is asked for in Court street, and it will be granted doubt- 
less, if in your opinion the public exigencies require it. 

Before the close of the year I hope to be better acquainted 
with our school system and its practical workings than I am 
at present. Relying upon the information derived from those 
somewhat familiar with our schools, and the knowledge of the 
liberal expenditures made for their support, I cannot doubt 
but that they compare most favorably with those of any other 
section of the State—the high schools especially. All needed 
and legitimate aid should be afforded them, for in them we 
see those who will in a few years have to occupy our places, 
and possibly, the most exalted positions in the great republic. 
The teachers generally are understood to be a corps.of com- 
petent and laborious public servants well worthy of their hire. 

Were our city finances in a more favorable condition, I 
should not hesitate to recommend an appropriation for the 
erection of a suitable building for a city hall and offices. 
Ours is the only city in the State destitute of such a building; 
and perhaps with one exception our need is as great as that 
of any other. A city hall on the site of Jefferson Hall mar- 
ket, would not only be a great accommodation, but an orna- 
ment to the city, and would doubtless be looked upon with 
pride and satisfaction by our people generally. It is to be 
hoped that the time is not distant when our citizens will feel 
able to favor the erection of such an edifice. 

I would make the suggestion whether it would not be well 
to have our city charter, its amendments, the city ordinances, 
&e., printed in a neat and proper manner with marginal notes. 
Such a work is much needed for reference by all who take an 
interest in the affairs of the city. Similar works have been 
printed in the form indicated, by most of the cities in New 
‘England, and we are indebted to many of them for copies. 
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It is to be regretted, I think, that we have not, up to this 
time, been enabled to reciprocate such courtesies, in kind. 

The reports of the finance committee, the several heads of 
departments, and others whose duty it is to make annual re- 
ports, will be laid before you, and I bespeak for them your 
deliberate consideration. 

I am ready to co-operate with you, gentlemen, in vlaotill 
in office such men, and such only, as are believed to be capa- 
ble, honest, faithful; and in doing what is laudable to ad- 
vance the best interests of our city, and to reduce as much as 
practicable the public expenditures. With such mutual in- 
tentions on our part, may we not hope for the Divine blessing 
that our labors during the year will be, in some measure at 
least, successful ? 

In conclusion, permit me to thank the people for the honor 
they have conferred unsolicited upon me. My gratitude will 
be evinced in earnest endeavors to do my duty. Thus may [ 
not expect that at the end of the year when I shall leave this 
post, the affairs of my native city have not suffered detriment 
at my hands?
